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eae at the Berlin Industrial Exhibi- 
tion of 1879. 






Dr. A. Borghaus has published in a supple- 
ment to the Vienna Gartenlaube of September 
30a report of the paper industry as represented 
at the Industrial Exhibition held at Berlin this 
year. He prefaces his report with a review of 
the history of paper-making and an account of 
the different materials used in the manufacture 
of paper. 

Referring to German paper-making in particu 
lar this report states that for some years past it 
has been suffering. Out of the 450 paper mills 
in Germany existing previous to the year 1876 
only few exceptionally well-conditioned estab- 
lishments have been making money. In 1876 
alone 40 stopped, or nearly 10 per cent. of | 
the aggregate. Up to 1872 this industry was 
flourishing in Germany, but about that time a 
great many mills were enlarged, and quite a 
number of new ones were started. The demand 
for paper was a pressing one, and it seemed for 
a time that it could not be filled. Great injury 
was done to German paper manufacture in 1872 
when the export duty on rags was abolished. 
Thus in 1872 there were exported 16,328 cwts. of 
rags; in 1875, 58,688; in 1874, 215,227; in 1875, 
56,095; and in 1876, 58,529 in excess of 1872, 
Meanwhile the export of paper from Germany 
has been decreasing. During the two years 1875 
and 1876 taken together there was a decrease of 
54,705 cwts. as compared with 1874; and while 
this is the case the import of paper has been 
steadily increasing. The hope had been enter- 
tained that the abolition of the export duty on 
rags would cause neighboring countries, such as 
Russia, Austria and France, to follow the ex- 
ample, but it has remained unfulfilled, nor is 
there any prospect that this will be the case in 
the near future. Add to this the protective 
duties which hinder the importation of German 
paper into other countries, and the nefarious 
system of long credits, compelling the invest- 
ment.of more capital than would otherwise be 
necessary, and the unfavorable circumstances 
under which this industry labors at present is 
easily explained, The Berlin manufacturers 
join in the general complaint, and they call 
special attention to the fact that while the ex- 
port duty on rags bas been removed, the im- 
port duty on chloride of lime and soda has 
remained unaltered. These circumstances 
combined, they insist, has rendered the ex- 
port of German paper to England, Mex- 
ico and South America unprofitable, inasmuch 
as it cannot any more be produced cheap, 
and yet of good quality. The leading substi- 
tutes for rags, such as esparto grass, wood cellu- 
lose and straw, cannot be properly worked with- 
out large quantities of chloride of lime and soda, 
and being compelled to use great amounts of 
mechanically prepared wood, the quality of the 
paper is ret what it should be. Fortunately the 
new German tariff has come to some extent to 
the assistance of paper-makers, as it has imposed 
a duty on inferior papers and card boards, &c., 

Under these circumstances the manufacture 
of paper, properly speaking, was sparingly rep- 
resented at Berlin, for the latter city manufact- 
ures none such, but various firms possess mills in 
other parts of the country; yet they have shown 
little interest in the exhibition. Among the 
more important ones there has, however, 
been one exception. Ulistein & Co., own- 
ers of extensive mills in Silesia, made a most 
creditable exhibit. One of their mills is among 
the largest in Germany; it employs a steam en- 
gine of 200 horse power and turns out 70 to 80 
ewts, of paper daily, famous for its durability. 
They furnish paper to leading newspapers, and 
exhibited as samples the Bazar, the Modezei- 
tung, Kladderadatsch, Berliner Zeitung, and 
Nord und Siid. Paper collars, cuffs and shirt 
bosoms were exhibited by Lark & Harzberg, 
Berlin, and count among the best produced. 

The ancients have dreamt of a Golden, a Silver 
and an Iron age, but did they ever dream of a 
paper age! Yet the Paper Age is at hand, 
There are paper tubes for gas and water 
capable of sustaining a pressure of fifteen 
atmospheres, while measuring in thickness 
but one centimetre; there are car wheels 
distinguished for good wear and elasticity, 
and with a great many points of superiority; 
paper casks are superseding wooden ones, es- 
pecially because they occupy less stowage room 
and are cheaper and more lasting. Whole 
dwellings and churches are made from paper— 
nay, the Japanese skillfully use paper for com- 
plete dresses, handerchiefs and umbrellas, and 
since their introduction at the Vienna Exhibition 
of 1873, their paper fans—ugly as they are—have 
found an immense sale in Europe. Aside from 
the goods just enumerated there is pasteboard 
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roofing—the so-called asbestos rovfing, no more 
dangerous in a fire than slate or brick tiles. 
Under the impulse of the great building era 
between 1881 and 1876, and the immense coal-tar 
production, the manufacture of this kind of 
roofing had been pushed to enormous propor- 
tions at Berlin. In 1876 no less than 75,000 tons

mark. A good business therein was done in the 
provinces until these, with cheaper wages, took 
up the manufacture themselves, and Russia drew 
from Germany large amounts until the higher 
duty in that country put a stoptoit. The en- 
suing decline and competition caused an inferior 
article to be produced, resulting in the for- 
mation of a ‘‘ Roofing Board Manufacturerers’ 
Union,” whose purpose it is to raise once more 
to its former excellence this industry. Specula- 
tive building at Berlin had stimulated tke pro- 
duction of a poor article, since the contractors 
cared little about the quality, but this evil ten- 
dency is now being counteracted. 
In spite of all these drawbacks and disappoint- 
ments, there are still manufactured at Berlin 
roofing boards. The largest firm in the line is 
that of Francis Wigpastow & H. Schalhorn, 
with a capital of 2,400,000 marks, owners of 
three factories, employing together 8 steam- 
engines, 9 steam-boilers, 22 cylinder ma- 
chines, and 7 board and paper-cutting 
machines. They turn out 350 to 400 
ewts. of boards or rolls, and paper daily. 
They sell in Germany, Russia and the 
Scandinavian countries annually 50,000 
ewts. of roofing board or rolls. 
Inodorous asphaltum boards are man- 
ufactured and. were exhibited by Fr. 
Thiele & Co., Berlin, for packages and 
wall linings, a superior, yet cheap, arti- 
cle, selling in rolls of 40 metres in 
length by 90 centimetres in width, at 8 
marks at the works, with a considerable 
discount to dealers.

The general stimulus in foreign trade has its 
bearing in an inquiry of this sort, and cannot 
| be overlooked. For more than four-score years 
| the excess of imports over exports has kept 
drawing out a long balance of our national ac- 
count against us, until in 1875 the total reached 
$1,728,637,547. Within the last three years the 
tide has turned, and the balance is now 
| $488,582,539 in our favor. It would seem from 
this, that, with the return of prosperous times 
at home, we have entered on a new era in our 
| export trade. It is a well-known fact that 
American cutlery is sold in Sheffield 10 
per cent. cheaper than it can be manu- 
factured there. It has been shown also 
that our cotton goods are sold in Man- 
chester, a city which has held the su- 
premacy of the world in cottons, for 
half acenta pound cheaper than the 
same quality can be produced in that 
city. Our coal: are sold in Newcastle, 
and one enterprising American gives 
away a stove with every ton of Ameri- 
can coal. American street-cars are sold 
in New Zealand, and our locomotives 
find a ready marketin Italy. The Eng- 
lish War-office uses American locks, 








A. & C. Kaufmann, Berlin, exhibit 
lace curtains made from paper in the 
Japanese style, with beautiful designs 
of an Oriental character; and they are 
besides adepts in the manufacture of paper col- 
lars, cuffs and shirt bosoms. The consump- 
tion of paper collars alone is estimated at 
450,000,000 in the United States, 200,000,000 in 
England, and 100,000,000 in France, annually; 
while in Germany it is said not to exceed 
20,000,000. This small German consumption is 
due to the circumstance that the article is not 
sufficiently known in the country. The Messrs. 
Kaufmann have, however, contributed much 
toward popularizing the article and similar ones, 
and they now employ 200 operatives, mostly 
girls, in this branch alone. The bulk of the 
sales are in Germany and England. They 
are also manufacturers of unexcelled chro- 
mos, 

Heymann & Schmidt, Berlin, exhibited colored 
and artistic paper of every imaginable design, a 
branch in which Berlin has risen to great emin- 
ence, there being twenty factories of these arti- 
cles, employing together 200 operatives, 500 
hand-presses, and 40 lithographic steam-presses, 
and adding thereto the stationery branches con- 
nected therewith there were employed in the 
city, according to the census of 1875, altogether 
34 large establishments devoted to this industry, 
8 of which, with steam motors, managed by 52 
principals and 172 clerks and foremen, and em- 
ploying 2,606 operatives, &c., the annual sales 
amount to 8,000,009 marks. One of the leading 
firms in this branch is represented by A. Radicke, 
who employs two hundred operatives, and man- 
ufactures superior chromos and all sorts of 
decorated papers and cards, largely exported 
to all civilized countries, including the United 
States. 

A creditable exhibit was made of lace strips, 
lace bouquet paper, cuffs and paper for cake 
bottoms, lace paper for detonating confection- 
ery and for ‘‘ cotillon’* ornaments. Prominent 
in this branch are the firms of B. Fadderjahn 
and that of Emile Petersen, both of Berlin. The 
latter firm employed 14 years ago 10 operatives, 
it has now 200. 

A most brilliant yet tasteful display was made 
of wall paper. Paper hangings were first manu- 
factured in France toward the close of the last 
century. The first manufactories in this branch 
were attempted in Southern Germany between 
the years 1820 and 1830, but the goods then 
turned out left much to be wished for in point 
of design.

Improved Paper Pulp Screen. 


This invention consists in a hollow screen-box | 








fitted to revolve in a tank and having within it | 


upon its shaft conical] sleeves, which, by a 
vibrating motion of the shaft, act to agitate the 
pulp and keep the screens free. The pulp passes 
in a continuous stream through the head of the 


screen to the delivery pipe. The invention | 


further consists in the mechanism for vibra- 


ting the shaft and to certain other details of | 


construction. The drawing represents a vertical 
longitudinal section of the screen. 

A is a vat into the top of which the pulp to be 
screened is led until the vat is nearly full, when 
the machine is set in operation, B is the screen 
fitted in the tank A upon a horizontal shaft b. 
The screen consists of heads c c’, that are respec- 
tively formed with sleeves or trunniens e /, that

while Continental post-offices have in- 
troduced the Yale lock-box. Russia 
has declared American scales the stand- 
ard scales of the empire. We have in- 
vaded the German markets with our nickel plat- 
ing, and the Prince of Wales, in purchasing Amer- 
ican plate for his own use, reminded the British 
| dealer that in at least one “ high industrial art” 
he had found a new competitor. Bottled pro- 
ducts of St. Louis and Milwaukee distilleries 
triumphed over Bass, Guinness, and one hun- 
dred brewers of Austria and Bavaria at Paris, 
while a Philadelphia firm captured the grand 
prize for lager beer in casks. All these state- 
| ments are supported by the best authorities, and 
may afford some explanation of the enormous 
increase in our export trade. The total amount 
of domestic merchandise exported during tbe 
year ending June 30, 1878, was $580,683,798; the 
amount of foreign merchandise exported for the 
same period was $14,154,698; total, foreign and 
domestic, $594,838,496. This shows an increase 
since 1875 of $488,582,539. The domestic exports 
consist of about eighty per cent. of raw ma- 
terials and agricultural products, and about 
twenty per cent. ($136,000,000 worth) of manu- 
| factured goods. 


| With these facts before them, well may those 
in high official position publicly declare that for 
the first time our manufactures are assuming in- 
ternational proportions. Ata time of universal 
depression we have met those nations which 
held a monopoly of the world’s markets, met 
them in their strongholds, and established the 
fact that American manufactures are second to 
the manufactures of no other nation; and that, 
with a proper and patriotic understanding be- 
tween capitalists and laborers, we can command 
a fair share of the buying world’s patronage, 
and command that patronage with larger profits 
to the capitalists and higher wages to the laborer 
than can be made or paid in any other country. 
It is the improved methods, increase of capital, 
and greater resources that will give the United 
| States the advantage over foreign competitors. 
| The item of cheap labor is by itself an impedi 
ment to our success, For economic as well as 
| moral and political reasons, we cannot afford to 
have our labor as poorly paid as is the labor of 
England. Degrade labor, and the prosperity of 
the country is interrupted; the injury is greater 
than the gain. Fair wages are conducive to 
prosperity; low wages mean poor food, scanty 
clothing, impoverished homes, No true American

Italy and Spain. The report from the State De- 
partment indicates that the cost of living is less 
in the United States than in any of the countries 
reported. Europe cannot purchase the neces- 
saries of life, which are common to the Ameri- 
can working people, so low as the same can be 
purchased in the United States. For example, 
the price of food in Great Britain, according to 
the figures furnished by the Consuls, is fully 
25 per cent. higher than at New York, and 530 
per cent. higher than at Chicago: Fresh meat 


in England is put down at 15 to 26 cents per

pound, against 12 to 16 cents at New York, and 
8 to 13 at Chicago. Perhaps the most striking 
picture of the comparative condition of the 
American workingman and of his fellow-laborer 
abroad may be had by a comparison of his con- 
dition in New York city and in the city of Brus- 
sels. The following table will show the weekly 
wages paid in Belgium compared with those paid 
in New York:

It wouid seem from these facts that the coun- 
try is fairly launched upon a period of better 
times—a period in which we may fairly look for 
less failures, a greater demand for iron, re- 
newed activity in the cotton industries, a more 
prosperous time for railroads, continued increase 
of exports, and a rush for Western lands. The 
past five years of depression, from which the 
figures show that the country is just recovering, 
have taught the lesson of economy, and we are 
ready to begin again with renewed energy. 
There are dangers on all sides which will make 
our onward march difficult, and which can only 
be overcome by the most vigorous and persever 
ing efforts. England, our greatest manufactur- 
ing riva), isnot going to give up the contest 
without a desperate struggle; and unless our 
international carrying trade receives early and 
firm treatment to restore its departed strength, 
we shall find ourselves excluded from some of 
the most profitable markets, if not actually 
handicapped in the race. In the iron trade, the 
most we can hope to do is to hold the home mar- 
kets. There are some important foreign mar- 
kets that the United States ought to and will 
supply with cotton goods; but here again our 
future success is largely dependent upon the 
facilities which the next ten years will develop 
for carrying our manufactured goods to distant 
orts. We may have to rest upon the laurels of 
having deprived England of forty millions of 
customers without seeking to invade, to any 
great extent, her foreign markets. If a tidal 
wave of emigration is likely to roll over the 
country, an extension of railroads may be looked 
for; but past experience will guard against the 
enthusiasm which prompts the building of rail- 
roads far in advance of the needs of population. 
There is abundant proof that a change in the 
tide of our affairs has set in. We can see the 
coming of better times by the extraordinary de- 
crease in commercial failures; by the light of 
the furnaces of our iron-producing States. It is 
echoed through the land by the hum of busy 
machinery, and by the clatter of the looms; it 
is heralded by the keen ring of the hammer as 
it binds down the iron rail; by the increasing 
balance of our exports; by the demand for 
our products, and by the opening up of vast 
areas of our country. Standing as we do to- 
day on the firm ground of a sound currency, 
surrounded by all the evidences of returning 
United States may reasonably 
to a continued and healthful 
growth of population, and a more permanent 
development of its resources.—Robert P. Porter, 
in International Review for November.

Manufacturing News, 


EASTERN STATES. 

The Turner’s Falls, Mass., Paper Company is | 
having a rotary boiler made which will weigh 
when completed something over eleven tons, | 
and is twenty-three feet long and eight feet in 
diameter. The iron used in making the shell is | 
about five-eighths of an inch in thickness, while | 
the journal-heads, which are of one piece, are 
three-fourths of an inch in thickness. The boiler | 
will hold six tons of rags, making a total weight | 
of seventeen tons to be supported by the journals 
when the boiler is in operation. 





The new mill of the Turner’s Falls Paper Com- 
pany has nearly reached completion and the 
necessary machinery will soon be placed in posi- | 
tion. The main building is of brick, 261 by 40 
feet, with two L’s, one 42 by 34 feet, and the | 
other 40 by 36 feet; 200 horse power will be util- | 
ized. The capacity of the work will be six tons | 
per day. 

An addition is being built to E. J. Doolittle’s | 
paper-box manufactory at Meriden, Conn.
